preserve the 
happinessof childhood. 
A t a recent 
meeting of the mothers of her little 
pupils, the following paper which she 
had prepared of the above subject was 
read by Miss Besse Pankhu rt, the kin­ 
dergarten teacher: 
Because many people do not under­ 


stand the kindergarten and its methods 
and because very often so little im port­ 
ance is attached to ch ild ren ’s plays, it 
may be helpful for us to think of the 
educational meaning of play and to en­ 
deavor to toll very sim ply why we play 
with the children. 
W e all know that each 
individual is 
bound to pass through certain stages of 
development. 
W h en the 
little boy 
comes into the world everythin*? is new 
a d strang e-as one wri er expresses it 
“ the world is one big,buzzing,blooming 
confusion1* to the little one. 
As yet he 
knowd nothing, but the germs of every­ 
thing lie 
w ithin 
him ready for that 
growth which may mean much or lit ­ 


tle. 
Let us all call this first stage which 
in years is from 1 to 3, Lbo period of in­ 
fancy. 
During 
this time the child 
learns to w alk and talk —learns that 
his bouy is bis and begins to learn how 
no can use it —-in other words he is f e t ­ 
ing his m achinery ready to act. 


The second period is from 3 to •> or 7 
and in named the period of piuy. 
This, 
ol course, is the kindergarten static. 
Before speaking more fully on this 
stage, let me just mention the two fol­ 
lowing stages 
in order that we may 
thick, of the child in all his periods of 
growth from infancy to mauh ud. 


i be Sym bolic Period 


comes tnird and is what we in general 
terms call school life, from 7 to Hi or 18. 
During this period the child learns 
chiefly 
by symbols or signs, for ex­ 
ample that the word cat stands for or 


moans the fam iliar anim al that he sees 


around the house 
The fourth period Is that of adoles­ 
cence where the buy or g irl changes 


into the man or woman. 


W e have spoken of the four periods, 


that of infancy or babyhood, play or 
childhood, sign or echool-iilu and ado­ 
lescence or 
coming 
to 
m a tu rity - 
through these periods we see the child 
as a continuous whole from his birth, 
not made up of parts as infant, child, 
boy. 
but of periods 
which melt into 
each other. 
Th e life in each stage 
should be full and mature In order that 


each stage may fully 
develop. 
The 
bud must develop wholly as a bud or 
the (lower w ill be stunted aud im per­ 


fect. 


Now let us return to the play period 
which we as mothers of children who 
are in this stage and 
as kindergar­ 
teners, are the moat interested in. 


H ave you ever realized 
w h it play 
mean» to a ch ild ? 
To him it is serious 
work, it is the highest phase of child 
development. 
In the plays of child ­ 
hood are fouud the germ inal leaves of 
all later life 
Froebel, the founder of 
the kindergarten said, “ Th ere Is not 
an object of thought or feeling of man­ 
hood but what has its roots In child* 
hood.’’ 
During this period 
is the 
foundation of life laid. 


Through the c h ild ’s plays are we to 
learn what are his main interests and 
we are trained 
in 
proportion as the 
children's actions become hints to us 
W e are led back to our own childhood 
days, which tve »11 had,eve- i,ho* some 
times we seem to forget, a, 
hv recall­ 
ing our own feelings and

it may be by 
means of a pencil, scissors or by dram- 
itizatlon, for this reason 
we ask the 
children 
to tell us a storv 
w ith the 
scissors, with blocks or to play about 


it. 
Rem em ber chi dren are in the play 
period. 
P la y is in stin ctive—children 
are bound to play — it is in them and 
must come forth. 
Thin k of the young 
of all anim als and Is play not Instinc­ 


tive with them also? 
W ith children, play is the most im ­ 
portant means of expression—they plaj 


out their thoughts. 
The things best 
known to them 
are t ie thing« most 
play' d about, for this reason the home 
is taken as the 
basis for all kinder- 
g artm work because the children know 


most about the home life and can best 
express themselves on this subject. 


T ak in g the homo as the basis, we 
lead out In a connected way into other 
things, thus oroadening the children s 
knowledge 
and showing them 
how 
everyth in g depends on everything else 
— everyth in g is related. 
W e 
do not 
play about the grocer, carpenter or 
baker to make grocers, carpenter# or 
bakers of the children but to widen 
their knowledge and to show them our 
dependence on 
others aud, in turn, 
their dependence on us. 
And this shows us the social side of 


kindergarten and of life. 
B y social 
side, 1 
do not mean one p articu lar 
phase of It for 
the social part is the 
whole. 
The trreat 
lesson 
the child 
must learn is that, he is one of many to 
form one 
great 
whole and 
it is our 
place to lead him to find him self and 
hi» p ace. 
The sooner he can adjua1 
himself, the better for him and the 
broader his life w ill bo. 
To show you how we are tryin g to 
follow out this plan of work, taking the 
home and its work as our foundation, 
let motbrii fly ep!*ak of our present plan 
of work: 
Our general thought cover­

and 


nature.”
